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Applicant states that, "a final office action is premature if the application contains 
material that was presented after a final office action but was denied because the entry 
raises new issues that require further consideration." MPEP section 706.07, as. cited by 
applicant reads, "The claims of a new application may be finally rejected in the first 
Office action in those situations where (A) the new application is a continuing 
application of, or a substitute for, an earlier application, and (B) all claims of the new 
application (1) are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application, and 
(2) would have been properly finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the , 
next Office action if they had been entered in the earlier application. " The examiner 
points out that "new issues" must be necessitated by amendment, as can be seen in the 
advisory action form, section 3(a). No new issues were raised by the amendment after 
final; in fact there was no amendment of the claims. See MPEP section 714.13 for a 
more detailed definition of what is considered new issues. 

Applicant states that, "The examiner has provided motivation to encrypt the 
initialization data but has not provided a teaching of the recited system for decrypting 
the data and reconfiguring the cryptographic chip." The examiner points out that Le 
teaches reconfiguring the chip (SPU, column 1, lines 25-32) with the initialization data 
(column 5 lines 1-4). The only item limitation not found in the main embodiment of LE is 
encrypting and decrypting this initialization information. Le does disclose signing it 
(column 5), and motivation was given to encrypt it, as applicant states. Decrypting the 
encrypted initialization to reconfigure the chip is inherent, in that the encrypted 
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information will not be understood without decryption, and thus it could not reconfigure 
the chip without first being decrypted.
